NATIONAL WEATHER SERVICE 30-DAY OUTLOOK 
MID-JULY TO MID-AUGUST 1975 


The National Weather Service's 30-day outlook for mid-July to mid- 
August is for temperatures to average below Seasonal normals east 
of the Continental Divide except for near normal from the northern 
Great Plains to the upper Great Lakes and near to above normal in 
the Northeast. West of the Divide, above normal temperatures are 
indicated except for near to below normal along the California 
coast and near normal in eastern portions of the Intermountain 
Region. Precipitation is expected to exceed the median amount over 
central and southern portions of the Intermountain Region as well 
as over the eastern third of the Nation except for most of the 
middle and north Atlantic coast. Elsewhere, less than the median 
value is expected.

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SPECIAL INSECTS OF REGIONAL SIGNIFICANCE 


ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - FLORIDA - Defoliation of 
untreated field corn worst ever seen at experiment station at 
Jay, Santa Rosa County. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). MARYLAND - Second 
adult flight continued statewide week ending July 4. Blacklight 
trap counts per night ranged from 11 in Kent County to 73 in 
Garnort County. Fiieht activity ins Wicomico, Dorchester,, and 
Somerset Counties decreased rapidly to 1-10 per night. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). MAINE - Many cornfields definitely need or may need 
to be sprayed. (Gall). VERMONT - Light on corn at Northfield, 
Washington County, July 4. (MacCollom, Nielsen). WISCONSIN - 
Serious damage on some Green Lake and Waukesha County corn. 

About 60 acres lost in Green Lake County; no-till fields most 
affected in Waukesha County. Damaged 10 percent of plants in 
grassy cornfield in Marathon County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - 
Early instars in scattered locations, very little damage. Trace 
in central and south-central district oatfields. Most oats headed 
out and some turning color. Damaging numbers in grain fields in 
Chippewa, Kandiyohi, and Swift Counties. Most larvae in early 
Stages. (Minn. Pest Rpt.) . 


BEET LEAFHOPPER (Circulifer tenellus) - CALIFORNIA - Helicopter 
mapping concluded; 47,000 acres of thistle mapped in Santa 
Barbara, Kern, Kings, Fresno, and San Luis Obispo Counties. 
Curly top virus in less than 1.5 percent of beets and tomatoes 
in) Yolo, Colusa, Glenn, Butte, and Sutter Counties. Fewer than 
3 per 100 sweeps on beets and fewer than 3 per sweep on weeds. 
(Gal. weoepiskpti.<.)* 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - OKLAHOMA - Heavy on garden sweet 
corn in southwest counties. Light on soybeans in Wagoner, 
Muskogee, Sequoyah, Haskell, LeFlore, and McCurtain Counties and 
on peanuts in Hughes County. Moderate on garden tomatoes in Bryan 
County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TENNESSEE - Heavy damage to sweet corn 
and early tomatoes in Dyer County. (Stafford). MARYLAND - Moth 
catches still very light. Young larvae and eggs ranged 1-6 percent 
in field and sweet corn on Eastern Shore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - ARIZONA - Treatments 
applied to milo in Sulfur Springs Valley, Cochise County. (Ariz. 
Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Moderate to heavy on sorghum in Taylor 
County. Noted in heads of sorghum in Hill, Coryell, and Bell 
Counties. Very light to heavy in Hale County. (McWhorter et al.). 
OKLAHOMA - Decreased on Texas County sorghum due to rain; ranged 
light to moderate in southwest counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
KANSAS - Light to moderate in whorls of Sorghum statewide. Some 
heavy counts in Nemaha County and occasionally in some southwest 
district fields. Lady beetles significantly reduced populations 
in some fields in north-central and south-central districts. 
(Bell). ILLINOIS - Light in almost all pretassel corn in central, 
east, west-southwest, and east-southeast districts. Infestation 
ranged 0-100 (averaged 30) percent; heaviest in Several Mason 
Coumtyertelds. 2OGll tins = Rpit:,).. ‘WISCONSIN. —-CoLonies on-corn as 
far north as Langlade County. Heaviest in central district where 
up to 50 percent of plants had colonies of 200-500 aphids per 
Pian ba Sees... Sur..)”. 
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GREENBUG (Schizaphis graminum) - NEVADA - Ranged 20-50 per stem 

on 14 acres: of Sudan at) Hallon, Churchill County. (GGilpatrrek): 
ARIZONA - Treatments applied to milo in Sulfur Springs Valley, 
Cochise County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Increased 10-40 times 
on grain sorghum in Hale County. Some controls necessary. Up to 
1,100 per plant in preboot sorghum. Some problems in Hill and 

Ellis; Countwes). Beneficial ansecits weducedsicolonies? imahassieCountay. 
Damage moderate in several sorghum fields in Jones County. Light 
in Nolan and Taylor Counties. (Latham et al.). OKLAHOMA - Still 
light on Texas County sorghum, increased in some fields with 
colonies of 80-100 aphids on some plants. Light in Several southwest 
counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS - Increased to threatening 
numbers on some sorghum in eastern third of State. Up to 6 alates 
per 4-inch sorghum plant in Johnson and Shawnee Counties. 
Parasitism by Lysiphlebus testaceipes (a braconid wasp) averaged 

15 mummies and 250 greenbugs per plant in Shawnee County field. 
Control by lady beetles good in Washington, Dickinson, and Riley 
Counties. Generally light in central and western districts. 

(Bell). SOUTH DAKOTA - Activity started on grain sorghum. 
(Walgenbach). 


ARKANSAS - Greenbug light and scattered in all fields surveyed 

in Clay, Greene, and Randolph Counties. Some areas without rain 
past 21 days. (Boyer). MISSOURI - Light in most sorghum in north- 
central and northwest areas. Discolored bottom 2 leaves in 2 of 
10 north-central area fields. Predators heavy and parasitized 
aphids found in almost all colonies. Fields with visible damage 
in very dry area. (Munson). INDIANA - Still noneconomic and 
generally confined to border rows on Vigo County grain sorghum. 
(Meyer). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - OKLAHOMA - Ranged 25-50 per 
square foot in Wagoner County altalfa field. (Okla). Coop.* Sur.)). 
MISSOURI - Light to moderate, 15-200 per 10 Sweeps, on alfalfa 

in north-central and northwest areas. (Munson). IOWA - Nymphs and 
adults heavy on alfalfa in Audubon, Greene, Van Buren, Benton, 
Cedar, Hardin, Decatur, and Lee Counties and at Creston, Union 
County, Dubuque, Dubuque County, and Waterloo, Black Hawk County. 
Damage Severe with much yellowing of leaves. New alfalfa stands 
stunted, treatments applied. Damage more widespread than in past 
years and expected to continue. (DeWitt). WISCONSIN - Under 8 per 
Sweep in most sSecond-growth alfalfa and under 30 per Sweep in 

few remaining first-growth alfalfa fields. Rarely exceeded 3 per 
Sweep of soybeans in central, southwest, south-central and south- 
east districts. Nymphs numerous; no damage yet. Under one per 
sweep of potatoes and beans in Sauk, Iowa, WausShara, Adams, and 
Langlade Counties possibly due to rigid spray programs since 
unsprayed crops obviously damaged. Up to 8 leafhoppers (numerous 
nymphs) on lima beans in Dane County field. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


INDIANA - Potato leafhopper continued increase on uncut, untreated 
alfalfa statewide. Heaviest count at 17+ per sweep. Most fields 
with one or more per Sweep. Counts of 5 per sweep in untreated 
Jasper County potato field, and one per sweep in treated portions. 
(York). CHIO - Damaged alfalfa statewide with severe stunting and 
yellowing in some fields. Adults 2-2.4 per sweep on 12 to 18-inch 
second-cutting alfalfa in northwest area, 0.9-1.4 per Sweep on 

16 to 20-inch second-cutting alfalfa in central area, and 0.7 

per sweep on 3-inch third-growth alfalfa in Madison County. (Lewis). 
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MARYLAND - Potato leafhopper adults and nymphs very heavy in 
alfalfa. Ranged 60-70 per sweep in several fields in Montgomery, 
Frederick, and Howard Counties. About 60 percent of growers in 
central area have economic populations. Treatments applied state- 
wide. Population and damage levels will continue to increase 
statewide. (U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - NEVADA - Increased 
from trace populations up to 3 per Sweep on seed alfalfa at Jungo, 
Humboldt County. (Stitt). OHIO - Moderate on 16-inch alfalfa in 
Wood County, earlier and farther north than usual for State. 
(Lewis, Nault). 


CORN, SORGHUM, SUGARCANE 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - KANSAS - First- 
generation larval infestations on 6 to 7-foot corn ranged 18-56 
percent in Republic County and 40 percent in early silk corn in 
Washington County. Infestations of 30 percent in Gray County 
field, up to 20 percent in Pawnee County field, unusually high 
for these 2 counties, and 2 percent in 30-inch sorghum in 
Washington County. (Bell). IOWA - Some larvae on corn in central 
and southern counties week ending July 4. Whorl feeding 4 percent 
im wamnwhoone county field’, S»percent in’ Polk County field, and 16 
percent in Lee County field. Weather ideal for larval survival. 
Larvae currently leaf feeding on Fayette County field corn, Infested 
plants ranged up to 25 percent. Leaf feeding in Lee County but 
no larvae’ founds? (Dewitt). 


WISCONSIN - European corn borer moth flight ended in central, 
south-central, and southwest districts, but steady moth catches 
continued in eastern and northern counties. Larvae in southern 
counties mostly in third instar; several fourth and fifth instars 
at advanced southern sites such as Mazomanie and Spring Green. 
First and second instars predominate in eastern and northern 
counties. Light in all dent corn; very. few fields of sweet corn 
have threatening populations. Infested no higher than 35 percent 
of canning corn, less than 10 percent in most fields. Some 
controls applied in early sweet corn. Larger larvae tunnelled 
into stalks in southern area. Picnic beetles numerous in and 
around tunnels. Warm summer temperatures favored survival and 
rapid development of larvae; if weather continues favorable, 
second-generation larvae will be heavy in late sweet corn. (Wis. 
Ins. Sur.). MICHIGAN - Killed growing points of corn in some 
Calhoun and Mecosta County fields, first time in many years that 
first-generation larval damage is severe. (Ruppel). 


OHIO - First-generation European corn borers damaged 0-24 (averaged 
5.7) percent of corn in central and northwest areas, slightly less 
damage than in past few years and well below economic threshold. 
First pupa of season in Delaware County. Flight activity of over- 
wintered moths ceased. First-generation moths to appear last half 
of July. (Lewis). KENTUCKY - More damage by first-brood larvae 

this year than in past 4 years. Gravid females heavy in western 
area. (Barnett). WEST VIRGINIA - Averaged 2 larvae per stalk on 80 
percent of stalks in Hancock County cornfield. (Hacker). MARYLAND - 
First-generation adults emerged on lower Eastern Shore week ending 
July 4. Damage to snap beans and sweet corn peaked June 29 on 

upper Eastern Shore. Some larval activity continued statewide. 
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European corn borer activity expected by July 16 on lower Eastern 
Shore and in Cecil County 10-14 days later. Moth flight activity 
still light on Eastern Shore. Heavy rains slowed larval increases 
statewide. Controls not possible in sweet corn for another 3-5 
days due to wet fields. Damage expected to be light next 7 days.

SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Diatraea grandiosella) - TENNESSEE - 
Heavy stalk damage to sweet corn in Dyer County gardens. (Stafford) 
KANSAS - Infested 30-40 percent of cornstalks in Edwards County 
field, heaviest in State. (Bell). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - OKLAHOMA - 
Scattered heavy infestations in young sorghum in Caddo, Washita, 
Okmulgee, Okfuskee, and Pittsburg Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


YELLOWSTRIPED ARMYWORM (Spodoptera ornithogalli) - KENTUCKY - 
Foliar loss 50 percent on up to haif of corn in some Warren and 
Barren County fields. Infested 30 percent of plants in 20-acre 
plot in Barren County. (Scheibner). 


CORN ROOTWORMS (Diabrotica spp.) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Larval damage 
will peak next period, Larvae up to 96 per plant in southeast 

area plots. Untreated corn and corn given ineffective treatments 
Showed signs of moisture stress. First adult emerged July 9. 
(Walgenbach). KANSAS - Some larval damage in treated Sherman 
County corn. D. virgifera (western corn rootworm) adults in 
Washington, Meade, Kiowa, Haskell, and Stevens Counties. (Bell). 
MISSOURI - D. virgifera adults 3-11 per corn plant in northwest and 
north-central areas. Lodging due to larval feeding in 3 of 10 
fields in north-central area, an extremely dry area; very little 
root regrowth occurred. (Munson). IOWA - Corn rootworms severely 
damaged 2 first-year cornfields following alfalfa in Ida County 
week ending July 4. Damage severe to untreated field of continuous 
corn in Woodburg County. Currently, corn rootworms damaged field 
corn in Cedar, Clinton, Plymouth, and Montgomery Counties. Larvae 
in late instars. Emergence 10-15 percent in Montgomery County 
field. (DeWitt). 


WISCONSIN - Adults of D. virgifera emerged in Rock, Waukesha, and 
Winnebago Counties. Lodging in Some fields after recent storms. 
Lodging averaged 12 percent (up to 54 percent in spots) in Grant 
County field (field in corn for 12 consecutive seasons). Large 
larvae and pupae common in some southern fields. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
ILLINOIS - D. longicornis (northern corn rootworm) and D. virgifera 
emergence rapid past 10 days statewide. Extensive larval damage to 
corn in Whiteside and Stephenson Counties. Moderate in Macon 
County, averaged 5 per plant (95 percent D. virgifera). Damage 

in Tazewell County. (111. Ins. Rpt.). INDIANA - D. virgifera larvae 
damaged about 90 acres of corn in LaPorte County field, lodging 
occurred by July 3. First adult of season in Tippecanoe County 

July 7. (Van Woerkom). OHIO - First D. longicornis adult found in 
soil July 9. Adults infested corn silks July 10, at least 7 days 
earlier than in last 4 years. (Szatmari, Goodman). 


A FLEA BEETLE (Systena frontalis) - INDIANA - Larval damage to 
corn confirmed for first time in State. Severely damaged 5-40 
percent of plants in spots of 90-acre field in Vanderburgh County; 
many plants dead. Infested areas most common in about 40 acres of 
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this field, 30-40 percent of plants in each spot lost. Systena 
frontalis larvae up to 10 in and around each plant but generally 


only L—2. (Turpin et: ale). 


SORGHUM MIDGE (Contarinia sorghicola) - TEXAS - Very few infesta- 
tions in south-central area due to increased acreage of blooming 
sorghum; populations heavy throughout south-central area. Damage 
economic in some Hill County fields; several fields treated. About 
90-95 percent of sorghum completed blooming and past damage stage. 
Light in Bell, Fall, McLennan, and Navarro Counties. Increased 
drastically in north-central area. Still below treatment level in 
Colitin anc. Hunt, Counties..-(Gollexet ad 2). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus leucopterus) - KANSAS - Heavy on 
few outer rows of Seedling Sorghum bordering wheat in Reno, 
Harvey, McPherson, Clay, Cloud, Riley, and Nemaha Counties. 
Insecticide failures in Reno and Harvey Counties. (Bell). 


SMALL GRAINS 


ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum avenae) - NEVADA - Heavy on 250 
acres of barley at Orovada, Humboldt County. Aphids with large 
amounts of honeydew almost completely covered heads, (Hilbig). 
Moderate to heavy on wheat at Lovelock, Pershing County. Heads 
partially covered by aphids and honeydew moderately heavy. (Munk, 
Sibaseb 


TURF, PASTURES, RANGELAND 


DIFFERENTIAL GRASSHOPPER (Melanoplus differentialis) - ARKANSAS - 
Ranged 25-30 per Square yard in borders of Some Marion County 
pastures. Wing development about complete and grasshoppers 
beginning to fly. No rain in area past 21 days. (Boyer). 


BLUEGRASS BILLBUG (Sphenophorus parvulus) -— MARYLAND - Moderate 
larval damage in 200 acres of commercial sod in Montgomery, Queen 
Annes, and Howard Counties. Damage should increase next 10 days. 
CUpy Md Pate 2Dept .)< 


RANGE CATERPILLAR (Hemileuca oliviae) -—- NEW MEXICO —- Hatch 

continued in northern Lincoln County. Moderate, mostly third 
anstar, along Mora and Colfax County line. Activity in other 
areas restricted due to lack of rainfall. (N.M. Coop. Rpt.). 


FORAGE LEGUMES 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - UTAH - Damage to first-crop 
alfalfa in Millard County below normal, generally light to moderate 
(Chapman); damage moderate in Box Elder County (Lindsay). NORTH 
DAKOTA - Larvae ranged 80-230 (averaged 158) per 100 sweeps in 
irrigated second-cutting alfalfa in McKenzie and Williams 

Counties. (Brandvik). 


EUROPEAN ALFALFA BEETLE (Subcoccinella vigintiquatuorpunctata) - 
NEW YORK - Collection of 25 lTarvae, I0 pupae, and 100 adults on 
Saponaria officinalis (bouncing bet) in Barton Township, east of 
Waverly, Tioga County. (Helgesen, Cooley). 
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DIFFERENTIAL GRASSHOPPER (Melanoplus differentialis) - MISSOURI - 
Mostly this species in second and third instars. Moderate to 
heavy, 4-21 per square yard, on north-central area alfalfa. 
(Munson). 


APHIDS (Acyrthosiphon spp.) - NEVADA - A. pisum (pea aphid) 
250-1,000 per Sweep on seed alfalfa at Lovelock, Pershing County, 
with 300-500 per sweep in many fields. Populations almost 

doubling every 2 days for last 4 days. Ranged 0-25 per Sweep on 
seed alfalfa at Jungo, Humboldt County. Fields received cleanup 
spray and later spray but populations increasing more rapidly 

than in prior years. Up to 50 per sweep on seed alfalfa at 

Orovada and averaged 150+ per sweep on 50 acres of hay alfalfa 

west of Winnemucca, Humboldt County. This species and Acyrthosiphon 
Sp., caraganae group, ranged 50-75 per sweep on hay alfalfa at 
Fallon, Churchill County, with latter species representing 29 
percent of population. (Munk et al.). CALIFORNIA - Acyrthosiphon 
Sp., caraganae group, Showed up in many new locations. Infested 
sweetclover at El Centro, Imperial County. (Cal. -Coop. Rpts,

LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - NEW MEXICO - Up to 500 per 25 sweeps 
collected in Quay County where blooms heavily damaged. Counts 

of 60 per 25 sweeps at Maxwell and up to 50 near Cimarron, Colfax 
Comunity; i(Ne Mee iCoope Rpt. = 


SOYBEANS 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - FLORIDA - 
Damaged 25 percent of 75-acre stand of late-planted 8-inch soy- 
beans at Polk City, Pasco County. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - 
Infestations up to 10 percent in several soybean fields in 
Wagoner and Muskogee Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - OKLAHOMA - Light to moderate 
on soybeans in Wagoner, Muskogee, Sequoyah, Haskell, LeFlore, and 
McCurtain Counties. Heaviest in Wagoner and Muskogee Counties, 
ranged 1-2 per row foot in some fields. Moderate in Garvin County. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). KENTUCKY - Larvae on soybeans averaged per 

row foot by county: Hardin 2.1 and Fayette 0.34. Nabis and 

Geocoris spp. averaged one per row foot in western areas. 


(Barnett, Yeargan). 


VELVETBEAN CATERPILLAR (Anticarsia gemmatalis) - ALABAMA - Two 
moths in blacklight traps in Tuscaloosa County, early for season 
and=fore this) tar. north.) (Pitisvetealio. Occasional Wlarvas in 
Marengo County field. (Henderson). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - MARYLAND - Release 

last period of Pediobius foveolatus (a eulophid wasp) continued 

in all areas on Eastern Shore and in southern areas. Parasites 
established in soybean areas Should increase rapidly when second- 
generation larvae of Mexican bean beetle build up in mid-July. 
Current populations, mainly pupae and first-generation adults. 

Some oviposition; should increase significantly next 10-14 days. 
First-generation damage light. Several hundred acres of most heavily 
damaged fields ranged 30-45 percent defoliation. (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept.).

Culex tarsalis larval and trap counts increased in past 14 days. 

A. vexans predominant in daytime and evening bite collections with 
C. perturbans second in number in evening collections. Most larvae 
resulting from earlier heavy rains already emerged as adults. 
(Minn. Pest Rpt.). 


NORTH DAKOTA - Heavy populations annoyed man and animals in eastern 
and southeastern areas due to flooding throughout Red River Valley. 
A. vexans 80-85 percent of total population. C. tarsalis 5 percent 
of total trap counts at Fargo, Cass County. Treatments applied 
throughout Red River Valley. (McBride). TEXAS - Mosquitoes moderate 
to heavy in Hardeman and Wilbarger Counties. Light to moderate 

in Sterling, McCulloch, and Nolan Counties. (Boring, McWhorter). 
UTAH - Bad mosquito year expected due to heavy winter snows and 
late spring moisture. Aedes dorsalis numerous on lakefront areas, 
A. increpitus numerous along Ogden and Weber Rivers, C. tarsalis 
larvae common in most permanent waters in Weber County. Mosquitoes 
abundant in large area of east Millard County, including Deseret 
through Topaz; annoyance common in Cache County. (Knowlton et al.). 
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BLACK FLIES (Simulium spp.) - NEVADA — Mainly Simulium venator and 
Simulium sp., adults heavy along Humboldt River in Lander, Humboldt, 
and Pershing Counties. Severely bit humans and animals in area. 
Serious in Battle Mountain, Lander County, Golconda and Winnemucca, 
Humboldt County, and recently Lovelock, Pershing County. (Barclay 
et al.). MAINE - S. nyssa replaced S. venustum in Penobscot Valley. 
Ss nyssa may develop into severe problem in several areas before 
relief in November. (Gall). 


LONE STAR TICK (Amblyomma americanum) - TEXAS - Heavy on Real 
County cattle. (Stewart). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


AN ICHNEUMONID WASP (Bathyplectes curculionis) - OHIO - Parasitism 
study in Wayne County shows lack of synchrony with Hypera postica 
(alfalfa weevil). Parasitism extensive only after alfalfa weevil 


population declined. (Powell). 


A BRACONID WASP (Microctonus aethiops) - OHIO - Five wasps collect- 
ed from 67 new Hypera postica adults in Auglaize County by D.R. 
Lewis June 17, 1975. Determined by J.K. Flessel. This is a new 
county record. (Lewis). 


A EULOPHID WASP (Tetrastichus julis) - PENNSYLVANIA - Recovered 
from Oulema melanopus (cereal leaf beetle) larvae in Greene 
Township, Forest County, June 12 by J. Palisin. (PPQ). 


FEDERAL AND STATE PLANT PROTECTION PROGRAMS 


CEREAL LEAF BEETLE (Oulema melanopus) - NEW YORK - Larvae collected 
on oats at Stephentown, Rensselaer County, by R. Smullen June l, 
1975. Determined by R.E. White. This is a new county record. (PPQ). 
PENNSYLVANIA - Survey of oats in 9 counties last period: Adults 
1-20 per 100 sweeps; eggs 1-2 and larvae 2-10 per 10 foot row; 
damage up to 20 percent. (Sporer et al.). 


GRASSHOPPERS - MINNESOTA - Melanoplus femurrubrum reported for 
first time in season in central district. First and second instars 
on roadsides in Scott and Sibley Counties, (Minn. Pest Rpt.). 
NORTH DAKOTA - Localized grasshopper infestations ranged up to 20 
(averaged less than one) per square yard of alfalfa in Ransom and 
Richland Counties. Development ranged second instar through adult 
with Melanoplus bivittatus and M. Sanguinipes dominant. (Schol]) . 
Ranged from less than one up to 40 in margins and fields, averaged 
5.6 per square yard in margins and 2.2 per square yard in Williams 
County fields. Some light marginal damage to wheat. M. bivittatus, 
M. Sanguinipes, and M. packardii dominant; ranged second instar 
through adult. Stark County cropland averaged less than one per 
square yard in fields and 6.6 (ranged less than one to 30) in 
margins. Development ranged third to fifth instars with M. 
bivittatus, M. Sanguinipes, and M. packardii dominant. Dunn County 
cropland averaged 3.5 per square yard (ranged less than one to 15) 
in margins, averaged less than one per square yard in fields; no 
crop damage. Development ranged second instar to adult. M. 
bivittatus, M. Sanguinipes, and M. packardii dominant. Populations 
ranged 7=80 (averaged 27) per square yard in Dunn County rangeland. 
Ranged up to 80 per square yard where Camnula pellucida dominant. 
(Brandvik). 
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MONTANA - Grasshoppers reported in Chouteau, Dawson, Valley, 
McCone, Rosebud, Toole, Hill, Liberty, Phillips, and Custer 
Counties; adults. Treatments successful on hundreds of miles 

of roadsides, headlands, and small grain strips. (Pratt). 

UTAH - A 10,000-acre outbreak in Hill Creek and Willow Creek, 
Uintah County ,. threatens injury. Karst to thard instars’ S$-—15' per 
Square yard; treatments planned. Nymphs 1-4 per square yard of 
range at Snowville, Box Elder County. Some damage to alfalfa at 
Oak City, Millard County. Nymphs heavy to very heavy, in and about 
many gardens in Davis, Tooele, and Salt Lake Counties. (Burningham 
et al.). NEVADA - About 1,400 acres of hay alfalfa treated in 
Hualapai Valley, Washoe County, for Melanoplus sanguinipes 
populations of 8-9 per Square yard. (Stitt). 


CALIFORNIA - All grasshopper stages at Lake Henshaw, San Diego 
County, 6 per Square yard; 3 per Square yard in Garner Valley. 
Camnula pellucida dominant. Adult survey completed in Visalia 
work area. Rating of 3 at Mt. Torro, Monterey County; grasshoppers 
at that altitude 75 percent nymphs on 3,000 acres. Nymphal survey 
on Carrizo Plain, San Luis Obispo County found small, light 
infestation (average population ranged 6-7 per Square yard) on 
less than 50 acres two miles east of Santa Margarita.

GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - PENNSYLVANIA - Adults, larvae, 
and pupae at Ravine, Schuylkill County, July 7. (Raub). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - ILLINOIS - Light to moderate 
on Iroquois County field corn. Light economic damage due to silk 
feeding noted in at least 2 fields. About 25 percent of silks 
with feeding damage; up to 15 adults per silk, averaged 3 or 4. 
Soybeans near these fields showed extensive, noneconomic leaf 
feeding. Heaviest, up to LO‘adults per foot: (Gh ly aimsaeRpiups 
OHIO - Widespread damage, including defoliation of raspberries 
and soybeans, in Fairfield County. Up to 12 per rose bud and 12 
per leaf surface in Trumbull and Portage Counties. Damaged leaves 
and fruits of plum trees in Wayne County. (Lewis et al.). 
PENNSYLVANIA - First adults on oats in Crawford County June 30. 
Adults 15 per sweep on corn in Guilford Township, Franklin County, 
June 30. First adults on oats at Lebanon, Wayne County, July l. 
{Shiner et al.). DELAWARE - Adults heavy on variety of plants, 
especially filberts, sassafras, roses, and grapes in New Castle 
County > (Busbutis): 


WEST VIRGINA - Adults light at Coopers Rock, Brandonville, Preston 
County, July 1, and at: Dokhy Sodsi-lucker) County, July. 3 

Currently moderate at Sutton Lake, Braxton County. (Butler). 
VIRGINIA - Adult emergence moderate after light rains in Montgomery 
County; emergence about 14 days later than usual. Earlier Specimens 
but not in Significant numbers. Lighter than expected. (Allen). 
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SOUTH CAROLINA - Japanese beetle damage in Piedmont and mountain- 
ous sections. Where untreated, severe foliar damage occurred on 
many vegetable, ornamental, and fruit species.

ORIENTAL FRUIT FLY (Dacus dorsalis) - CALIFORNIA - Negative in 
2,100 traps placed outside of packing sheds at San Diego, San 
Diego County, and in 200 traps serviced by Federal personnel on 
Mextecan border. (Cal. Goop. Rpt. ). 


WHITEFRINGED BEETLES (Graphognathus spp.) - ALABAMA - Adults heavy 
in several Chilton County strawberry plantings. (Wilkins). 


An Unusual Aphid on African Violet 
theory he Basser yy, 


In April 1975 a planting of African violets (Saintpaulia ionantha) 
at Upper Marlboro, Maryland, became infested with an aphid which 
has been identified by L.M. Russell and Clyde F. Smith, as 
Hyalomyzus sp. Apparently this genus of aphids has not been 
recorded on this host. 


Cast skins were conspicuous on the leaves and petals but feeding 
seems to be confined to the center of the flowers. Two plants 
were examined Apra i, 24... On the first, singles flowered; the 
aphids were feeding on the stamen filaments. On the second, 
double flowered, they were on the modified reproductive parts in 
the center’ A total of 35 Specimens (17 adult and 18 nymphal) 
were mounted on slides. 


All aphids were bright green in life. The adults measured 1.1 to 


1.65 mm in length and the antennae approximately the same. Only 
apterae have been found as yet.

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING JULY 13

HIGHLIGHTS: Almost all of the United States reported rain during 
the week. The only exception was the far west coast. Heavy amounts 
fell along the entire east coast and the Gulf Coast States. Rather 
unusual thunderstorm activity occurred in the Pacific Northwest 

and less unusual, in the Southwest. From the Continental Divide 
westward, temperatures ranged up to 10-12 degrees above normal. 
Nearly all of the rest of the Nation averaged near or below 

normal. The north-central States averaged 5-8 degrees below normal. 


PRECIPITATION: Thunderstorms that had intensified over the week- 
end dispersed on Monday throughout the Southeast and middle 
Mississippi, but left their mark in the form of flash floods in 
Mississippi, Arkansas, and Oklahoma. No extensive damage was 
reported. Moist air moving northward brought fog and cloudiness 

to the eastern third of the Nation while areas west of the 
Mississippi River and into the Plateau Region were clear and 

sunny. Isolated thunderstorms in the Rockies and Pacific North- 
west gained momentum on Tuesday. Prolonged and heavy rains were 
generated as storms moved slowly across the Southwest. New storm 
activity developed in many of the Atlantic and Gulf Coast States, 
particularly Louisiana. Northeast Louisiana had a record rainfall 
of more than 10 inches within a 12-hour period. Clear sunny condi- 
tions prevailed throughout the northern and much of the Great Plains 
and in most areas of’ the Pacific: Coast States. From the Rockies to 
the Atlantic coast, scattered thunderstorms continued on Wednesday 
cauSing widespread local flooding. The southern half of the Nation, 
again the target for most of this activity, claimed much of the 
measurable precipitation. Damage from Wednesdays storms was not 
extensive but 62 m.p.h. winds hit parts of Louisiana and 1.75 inches 
hail was reported in Maryland. Thursday brought pleasant weather 

to the north-central portion of the Nation as sunshine and cool 

air followed the cold front moving slowly southeastward from the 
North. Thundershowers diminished in the early morning hours but 
later gathered enough strength to bring strong winds and hail to 
the lower Mississippi Valley and to the mid-Atlantic Coast States. 
imereased sarternoon activity dumped the heaviest of its storms on 
the Gulf Coast States and the Mideast. Meanwhile, flooding from 

the Red River in North Dakota continued. An unusual heat wave in 
the West coupled with moisture from the Southwest and the Northwest 
caused the Showers and thunderstorms to continue in those areas on 
Friday. Thunderstorms and rains continued from the New England 
coast through the mid-Atlantic and Gulf Coast States. Heaviest 
amounts were along the southeast coast where some stations reported 
over 3 inches of rain. Elsewhere, light showers and thunderstorms 
broke out in the Mississippi River Valley and western Great Lakes 
area. The near stationary weather system was still active along the 
east coast on Saturday. Thunderstorms, high winds, and heavy rain 
with hail were reported all through the area. Flash floods were 

a danger in the area of the heaviest rain from North Carolina to 
Maryland. Lighter showers and thunderstorms spread from the mid 

and upper Mississippi Valley eastward through Ohio. The violent 
weather on the east coast continued Sunday. Rainfall was heaviest 
from South Carolina to southern New England. High winds and flash

floods hit many areas, eSpecially northern New Jersey and 
Connecticut. Lesser siterms) were reported) from MMilinots Go wachaicam 
and into Pennsylvania. Elsewhere, Showers and some thunderstorms 
continued in the northern Rockies, Arizona, and Oklahoma. 


TEMPERATURE: Although temperatures declined as the week progress- 
ed, levels over most of the Nation remained above normal for 

early July. Sunny skies warmed the Southwest on Monday pushing the 
mercury well past the 100-degree mark (Needles, California 114). 
Most of the States reported nighttime readings in the 60's and 
70's. Cooler air on Tuesday permeated the upper Midwest, moved 
into the middle Mississippi Valley, but stalled in Kansas on 
Wednesday, disappointing the humid southern half of the country. 
Later that day the cold front turned its attention to New England, 
central Applalachians, and west-central Texas, and once again left 
untouched, the Gulf Coast and middle Plains, which registered 
temperatures in the 90's. Areas behind the front were up to 10 
degrees cooler but elsewhere conditions remained warm and sultry. 
The cooling trend brought early Wednesday morning lows in the 40's 
to Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Michigan but no relief to the Gulf 
Coast where lows ranged in the 70's. Areas west of the Rockies 
still seated under afternoon temperatures well over the 100's. 
Walla Walla, Washington,measured 113 degrees. Warm temperatures 
were reported even as far north as Alaska on Thursday where 
Fairbanks reported 92 degrees. Unseasonably cool weather for July 
Spread over much of the Nation east of the Continental Divide on 
Friday. West of the Divide, however, quite warm to hot conditions 
persisted. Temperatures over 100 degrees were common in the 
Southwest and eastern Washington. Low temperatures in the northern 
Plains and Midwest were in the high 40's and low 50's. This 
temperature pattern continued through the weekend but the central 
States got even cooler. Many records were reported on Sunday 
morning: Rochester, Minnesota, 43 degrees; Peoria, Illinois, 48 
degrees; Spriagfield, Missouri, 49 degrees; Wichita, Kansas, 5l 
degrees; and Waco, Texas, 63 degrees. The heat wave west of the 
Divide persisted but some cooling began in the Northwest on 
Sunday. 
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
